which many thousands of the Arme- 
nian people are suffering. The Turks 
do not change! The fate of the young- 
er women and girls who have been 
sold into the hai'ems of Tuiki.sh of- 
ficials is perhaps the sadde.st of all. 
I have iu.st seen some pictures of 
such girls branded in a horrible way. 
The failure of the League of Nations 
to secure any better conditions is a 
great disappointment, A visitor from 
London who has lately returned, 
writes: 

"To-day only two and a half mil- 
lions remain, and those who do re- 
main have tasted, or are tasting, the 
bitterest dregs that life can give. 
Men are torn from their children and 
wives, and then murdered. Women 
and girls become the victims of their 
oppressors' sen.suality, and suffer a 
fate that is worse than death." 

Yesterday was signed, at the For- 
eign Office of the British Government, 
a document which may prove of \'ital 
importance to the peace of the world 
for a hundred years to come — the 
Treaty of Loeamo. Many features of 
this i.:;complishment are of moment, 
but one seems to me to be of chief 
interest. It really does appear to 
mark a yielding in the long-standing 
and hideous mistrust between France 
and Germany. 

After the actual signing, the 
French Premier, M. Briand, leaned 
across the table and, addressing the 
German Ministers, said, in a most im- 
pressive way, "I see in these coven- 
ants the beginning of a magnificent 
work — -the renewal of Europe."
